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CAPPING  CEREMONY 


The  nurse's  cap  has  always  been 
and  still  is  distinctive.  It  probably 
originated  when  all  women  wore  caps 
indoors;  this  would  account  for  the 
lace  frills  on  the  cap  which  Florence 
Nightingale  designed  for  her  school 
in  1860.  About  1910,  simply  made, 
easily  laundered  caps  began  to  be 
used;   the   use  of  black  bands  for 


graduates  or  seniors  shows  military 
influence,  an  attempt  to  indicate 
rank.  The  present  customs  of  bands 
are  so  varied  that  they  seem  to  be 
meaningless,  however,  the  meaning  is 
quite  clear  to  the  individual  schools 
and  they  tend  to  follow  customs  set 
up  by  the  early  leaders  of  these 
schools.    In    our   Associate    Degree 


Nursing  Program  the  navy  blue  stripe 
across  the  left  corner  shows  you  have 
completed  the  first  quarter  of  nurs- 
ing. The  second  stripe  indicates, 
"senior  status".  The  full  stripe  in- 
dicates that  the  nurse  is  a  graduate 
registered  nurse.  The  cap  is  a  part  of 
your  uniform,  wear  it  with  dignity 
and  pride.
